Doctor Who comic stri 
the Fifth Doctor... 


¢ Fifth Doctor's debut strip 
‘adventure in Doctor Who Month. 
Iyis probably the most welllznown 

aiid highly acclaimed of all the Doctor 
Who comic strips to date. The Tides of 
Tine is the Doctor Who equivalent of 
Hollywood epic. It is frequently regarded 
aS a slmificant landmarks in the develop- 
‘ment of the strip, breaking neve ground 
and broadening its horizons. ‘The visual 
imagery of Steve Parkhouse’s imag. 
inalive Seript was superbly evoked by 
Dave Gibbons's magnificent art. To 
ether, the two showed how far iL was 
possible to stretch Use Doctor Who format 
without breaking faith with the basic 
concept 

Tn the ten. years-Since this story was 
published, there have been many ex- 
cellent: Doctor Who strip adventures. 
However, one have yet eclipsed the 
ccoduring reputation of The Tides of Time. 
‘This is not just because il was a good 
story but because it was the first ofits 
‘kind and! template for the future 

The Tides of Time broke with the 
recent tradition of one oF two-part stories 
and lasted an unprecedented eight 
episodes. Evidently the success of The 
‘Tides of Tione was lo prove to Marvel 
it was possible to sustain the interests of 
readers over several months. Both 
Parkhouse and editor Alan McKenzie 
were apparently keen to develop an 
ongoing continuity for the strip, that 
embraced and expanded upon the 
established facts of the lelevision series, 
The Fourth Doctor’s comic strip swan 
song, The Newiron Kniglits had scted as a 
one-part prologue for the wrandiose The 
Tides of Time adventure, This compli 
nentary coupling of a short story and a 
Jong one established a pattern that would 
become very much the: norm for the re-

. In this issue, the illustrated adventures of 


rmuinder of Parkhouse's tenure as writer: 
‘As well as creating his own story 
elements in The Tides of Time such as 
‘Merlin, Parkhouse made use ofthe Time 
Tords and the yetto-be-seen on tcle- 
vision, Rassilon, Parkhouse also created 
the character of Shayde, a mysterious, 
faceless agent sent by Rassilon to aid the 
Doctor in his adventure, At one point 
during part three of the story, the Doctor 
eneounters a young girl who he ap- 
parently recognises, Judging by her 
appearance and clothing as drawn by 
Gibbons, she is in faet the Second 
‘Doctor's companion Zoe. However she is 
never named! and quickly disappears 
penultimate instalment of The 
Tides of Time is notable in thal bo oF ts 
eight pages were in full colour, This 
move was a first for Marvel and 
presumably a measure of the faith that 
they had in the strip. The two colour 
were printed in the centre of ssie 
ace usally reserved for posters 
or the following adventure, Slars Fell 
‘on Stockbridge, the Doctor was seen to be 
residentin the village of Stockbridge, 
locale for some ofthe action in The Tides 
of Time, This, two-part story was to see 
the comparatively low-key departire of 


artist Dave Gibbons who hal been lured 
avvay by Marvel's biggest Stateside rival, 
DCComies, 

The next adventure was the sixpart 
The Stockbridge Horror which began what 
proved {o be a rather turhulent haléyear 
for the.strip. With Dave Gibbons iow 
gone, Sleve Parkhouse stepped in.as 
artis ag well as yaitingy the script. Paul 
Neary onice again-retumed fo the stip, 
(his time inking Parkhouse’s pencils. The 
combined result differed from Gibbon: 
style in that it had a finer, rater mon 
detailed look. ‘The Doctor gained a som- 
bre, darker appearance tha Defi te 
nature ofthe story 

Parkhouse and Neary conliiboted the 
att for the first two instalments of The 
Stockiridge Horror, appearing in Issies 70 
and 71, For Issue 72, Neary was ap 
parently unavailable and Parkhouse both, 
pencilled and inked all eight pages as 
Dave Gibbons had done. However, by 
this timc, Parkhouse was finding it 100 
Gifcultt6 keep up with both the writing 


‘and the arta the same time 

Alan McKenzie approached Paul 
Neary once again, ths time asking him to 
fake over as artist. However, Neary had 
‘other commitments that prevented him 
devoting the necessary ime. Instead, he 
offered fo return as the inker and 
suggested Mick Austin as penciller, 
Auistin accepted and took over al very 
short notice with Issue 73. Afler a further 
thio issues, Neary found that even just the 
inking was pressing too much on his time 
and so from Issue 75, Austin both pen 
‘illed and inked. 

‘Austin’s firsl couple of issues were 
‘quite rushed and resulted in some rather: 

dard art. The characters tended 
an almost cartoon like ap 
‘pearance; having small bodies and large 
heads with exsggorated textures, In 
less appear to 
be shorter than his arts and ie has & 
tendency to contort himselfto some 
rather bizarre postures. In these early 
issues, Austin’s use of photograph 
references for the likeness of Peter 
Davison’s Doctor is very evident. 
However, alter a few issues, Austin's style 
settled down, His caricature of tie Doctor 
‘matures into a strong. likeness, 

(Once again featuring the Time. Lords, 
Stockbridge and the black-clad Shaye 
‘The Stockbridge Horror was someting of 
a follow on from The Tid 
Unfortunately, due to the lack of visual 
continuity the story falls far short ofits 
illustrious predecessor. The adventure 
also introduced the obscure SAG 2, a 
mysterious military outfit comprised of 
three people with special powers. The 
{eam would return inthe near future 

Issue 76 featured the first instalment of 
a twopart adventure, Lunar Lagaors, The 
Doctor having apparently tired of Stock 
bridge was now seen to be enjoying 
fishing holiday on a tropical island, With 
Issue 77, Doctor Who Monthly went 


through a format change. In th 
Took” issue, the comic strip was aut into 
two halves, The first four pages were 
printed toward the front of Ue magazine 
andthe final four toward the rear 
Following on direotly from Lamar 
Lagoon, the Doctor meets Ametican 
ighter pilot, Gus Goodman in the first 
part of 4Dimensional Vistos. This 
complex story involving multiple 
allernate Earths, feared the fist Sip 
appearanges of the Doctor's old foes, the 
farsiors alongside the Meddling 


Peter Butterworth hadeplayed the 
Medaling Monk for both of the. chara 

ter's television appearances, Austin’s 
likeness of the Monk is avery accurate 
rendition of the actor's Tealures. 
Interestingly, the Monk's TARDIS as 
seen in 4-Dimensional Vistas, is in the 
guise of a police box. Tralso had this 
appearance for much of the Gime in the 
Monk's second and final television 
adventure, The Daleks’ Master Plan. At 
the end of Te Daleks’ Master Plan, the 
Monk is seen to arrive in a snow covered, 
arctic type wasteland. Similarly the 
selting lor 4Dimensional Vistas is the 
North Pole, Maybe the sequence in The 


Daleks’ Master Plan was the source of 
Parkliouise's inspiration although daring 
that-scene the Monk's TARDIS had 
chan its appearance from a police box 
toalarge block ofice. 

istn's rendition of the lee Warriory 
was extremely accurate. Parkhouse had 
obviously done his research and as in 
their television adventures, the warriors 
were seen to be armed with sonic 
‘weaponry. 

The Doctor and Gus are joined by the 
SAG 3 team who first appeared in The 
Stockbridge Horror. This was to be their 
last appearance to date. 4-Dimensional 
Visias was aso to be the last ofthe comic 
strip adventures to be set on Barth for 
some time. As the adventure comes to a 
lose, Gus remains with the Doctor as his 
travelling companion, 

“4-Dimensional Vistas was also t0 be 
Micke Austin's final work for Ductor Who. 
Austin’s relationship with Steve Park: 
house tad not been easy as Parkhouse 
‘was unhappy with Austin’s art. This is 
wel strated by the fact thal Parkhouse 
sent Austin layouts for all eight pages of 
the penultimate instalment of 4-Dim- 
ensional Vistas. 

Forthe Fith Doctor's final ship outing, 
The Moderato, Steve Villon provided the 
art, Although this was his first. main 
Doctor Who strip, Dillon had previously 
worked on several of the back-up 
adventures in Doctor Who Weekly 
Greating the look of the ever-popular 
-Abslom Daak, Dalek Killer. Dillon's style 
was as difereit again rom Austin's as his 
had been from Gibbons! and Park- 
house's 

Like The Neutron Knights the seeds for 
a ney direction in a new eta were sown 
by Parkhouse: in The Moderator. Dark 
humour was brought more to the fore as 
Jwere-quirky alien charaeters and robots. 
‘The frogelike xalactic empire builder 
Dogholter was introduced in this 
adventure, and would emssover into the 
following story as the Sixth Doctor's 
‘opponent. 

Gus, however, was not destined to join 
the Sixth Doctor on his travels, At the 
close of The Moderator, the Doctor 
attempts fo return Gus to Barth, but the 
travellers are ambushed and Gus is 
Kalle. 

Issue 87 of what. was by now Doctor 
Who Magazine saw the final instalment 
Of The Moderator and hence the last strip 
appearance of the Fifth Doctor. It yas 
March 1984 and Colin Baker had! by now 
made his first appearance as the Sixth 
Doctor in The Twin Dilemma on 
television, The BBC had taken the un 
Usial step of launching a new Doctor at 
the end of the current Season rather than 
at the beginning of the next one. If this 
hae not been the case, the Filth Doctor 
would have probably appeared in the 
comic strip fora further nine months. 

‘As things were, the six adventures of 
the Filth Doctor were an important 
development of the Dactor Who comic 
strip. By March 1984, the strip was no 
longer a string of unconnected adven- 
fares in the mould ofthe television series, 
Ttswas now an independent ently that was 
sSriving to take Doctor Who in an entirely 
niew direction, far removed from its tele 
vision counterpart
